STAR CHARTER’S STAKES 

SCHORR THREE-YEAR-OLD WINS ENDURANCE 
HANDICAP AT LATONIA. 

Kentucky Racing Seaaon of 1911 Auspiciously Cornea 
to Close— Azyiade Changes Hands and Wins 
for H. C. Hallenback. 



Cincinnati, O., November 11. — Tlie Kentucky rac- 
ing season of 1911 terminated with the running oC 
the closing race at Latonia this afternoon. Getaway 
day brought out the biggest crowd that has wlt- 
ncssetl the racing here this fall, and this In spite 
of unfavttrable weather, willi a downpour threaten- 
ing. One of the best offerings in a racing way iu 
a long time was provided by Secretary Magiuu for 
thi* occasion. The I>atouiu Endurance Stakes at two 
miles, carrying with it a net value of $2,380, was 
the stellar attractiou. but the handicaps that pre- 
ceded and fellowed it also came in for a goodly 
amount of interest. Betting throughout the day 
was of record firoportions. 

John W. Sehorr’ff Star Charter, coupled with John 
Rf*ardoii. the latter an eleven th-h<»ur added starter, 
.scored Iu the feature race over Governor Gray In 
decisive fashion. ,I<»hu Reardon taking third money. 
The winner, admirably handled, remained eloee to 
the leaders from the start under restraint, and stolo 
into a gtKHl lead just before the final quarter was 
la-gun. He easily held <;oyernor Gray safe during 
tile stretch drive. Governor tiray ran in close prox- 
imity to the early pacemakers, but just when it w.*is 
expecte*! he would draw away, he had to be hard 
ridd»*n to outstay John Reardon. Azc» was close up 
at the finish, but Chorryola and High I’rivate tired 
badly after going a mile and a quarter. Prior to 
this they bad aiteruated in ihe lead. Stone Street 
was a hopt*less trailt*r from the start and wm 
pulled np in the last half mile. 

Meridian shouldered 120 pounds in the mile and 
ono-sixteenth handicap aud scored impressively over 
g'xxl opposition with L(*ainence in second place and 
'lom Bigbee third. There was some dissent from the 
judges’ action in placing Lcamenee and Tom Bigbee 
iu advance* of Edda. 

Tlie cousistont Azyiade, which has scored a re- 
markable succession of victories thi.s fall, ag.xin 
made* giKsl in fine style when she* beat Froglegs and 
Kaiser iu the six furlongs handicap. She ran in the 
interest of II. C. llalleutieck. who acquired her this 
morning, together wirh Sir Deurah, on private, terms 
frmn Lon Jones. 'J’he consid«*ration for the pair Is 
said to h.Hve bi*<*n $7,000.
